THE NATIONAL PARK AT 


NIAGARA. 


A petition signed by numerous per- 


sons, including prominent government 
officials, is in circulation in Washington, 
the object of which is to urge action 
toward preserving the natural beauties 
of Niagara Falls from the encroachment 
of speculative persons. The falls being 
within the territory of Canada as well 
as that of tho United Slates, the peti- 
tion is addressed to the Governor Gen- 
eral of Canada, so that he, in conjunc- 
tion with the United States Government, 
may take the necessary precautions in 
the premises. In this connection we 
notice that the New York State Survey 
Commissioners met in Albany the other 
[lay, concerning an international park 
at Niagara and adopted a report to the 
Legislature, drawn by ex-Lieutenant 
Governor Dorsheimer, President Bar- 
nard, of Columbia College, and Mr. 
Trancis A. Stout, who were appointed 
for the purpose at the Utica meeting 
last Autumn. It recommends tho crea- 
tion by Jaw of a commission to take 
measures for the sequestration and ap- 
praisement of the necessary land on the 
New York side of Niagara river, m ac- 
cordance with plans of Mr. Gardner, 
the diieetor of the suney, and Mr. 
Frednck L 
Olmstead, which tire ap- 


pended, All the documents will be 
punted and laid before the Senate and 
Assembly next 
week, together with 


drafts of the proposed legislation. 
The

for the land is auvibed to be postponed 
to next year, inasmuch as the s.im must
